New York, May 22.—The door of Mr. 
Tilden’s mansion at Gramercy Park was 
opened by Mr. Tilden’s valet, who, in reply

According to the reports, Mr. Gould 
had sold anywhere from 50,000 to 200,000 
shares and the prices mentioned ranged from 
65 to 75 or from 5 to 15 points below the mar- 
ket. These reports were revived yesterday 
and Mr. Gould was asked if there was any 


basisin fact for them. He replied: “I 
haven’t any stock for sale.” He went on to 
say that he had receiveda bid of 80 fora 
part of his holdings and rejected the offer.

at the present price,” he said, “the 
cheapest stock on thé list. If the worst 
that the bears predict should happen, the 
telegraph business must goon.

Lonpow, May 22.—A disbatch from Berlin

THE CZAR'S ENTRY. 

Moscow, May 22.—The weather this morn- 
ing for the entry into Moscow of the Czar 
is splendid. ‘Ihe whole route from the Pe- 
troifsky palace to the Kremlin, four and a 
half miles, is crowded with people. At every 
point the imperial standards are displayed 
aud the balconies hung with gaily colored 
materials and tue Russian colors. The only 
foreign flags allowed to be displayed are 
those over the various embassys, Along 
the road which the procession trav- 
ersed are a hundred Venetian masts, 
from which banners are flying. Ail the 
domes and spires of buildings in the city are 
decked with flags. ‘Tkousands of persons

There wasa sligat 
fall of rain during the march of the proces- 
sion, but otherwise the atfair was a complete 
success. ‘The enthusiasm of the people ail 
along the route was unbounded.

The Unaccountable Absence of 

Chesterf—i. Krum. 

A Citation Issued by the Probate Court--His 
Management of the Beliland Ford Estates 
--Contradictory Statement of the Judge's 
Whereabouts*-=No One Knows Where He Is 
---An Affair involved in Much Mystery. 


“Where is Chester H. Krum?” is a ques- 
tion which is being repeated day after day 
among the very large cirele of that gemtle- 
man’s acquaintances with increasing em- 
phasis.

THE appointment, by the President, of 
Gen. Ferocvuson, of Mississippi, to the va- 
cancy inthe Mississippi River Commission 
created by the resignation of Eans Is a plain 
violation of the spirit of the law, if not of the 
letter. The act creating the Commission de- 
fined the position of the Army Engincer 
Corps by giving to that body the presidency 
and two other members, but, in order to 
guard against the engineering department of 
the work being wholly directed by military 
engineers, it required the President to ap- 
point two expert civil engineers from 
private life. It was from this 
class that Eaps was appointed, and 
it was from this class that his successor 
should have been appointed. *While Gen. 
FerGcuson is technically a civilian, he is a 
West Point graduate and represents just the 
influence which the law did not wish to 
have brought in, in the position he fills. His 


connection with the army ceased twenty 


years ago, but the violation of the law in his 
appointment is lesser only in degree than if 
the President had asked a West Point engi- 
neer of last year to resign and had immedi- 
ately appointed him on the Comission as a 
civil engineer. 


DON’T. 

This is our advice to the Government at 
Washington if it has any intention of arrest- 
ing any Irish covspirator or refugee and 
handing him over toa Commissioner to pass 
upon the question as to whether his offense ) 
renders him liable to extradition. 

The action ef the Government in this mat- 
ter involves the whole question of our right 
of asylum for political offenders, and this 
question is too vast and vital to be passed on 
by an individual, accidental and _ irrespons- 
ible commissioner. To submit such a ques- 
tion to such an authority 1s to surrender an 
essential function of the Government which 
it holds in trust for the people. It is all the 
worse to do it at a time like the present, when 
the chances are that the Commissioner would 
be a mere calf-bound lawyer, unabie to 
recognize any higher power or principle than 
a legal decision. 

To submit such a question to such a tri- 
bunal would be both a social crime and a po- 
litical blunder. It would eall forth such a 
storm as would convulse the whole country 
and disturb its peace and security—and all 
for nothing. 

This is not a question of law; it is a ques- 
tion of public policy. The right of asylum 
isaright of the people, and an Administra- 
tion which wouid surrender that right under 
any circumstances would be guilty of treason 
against the ultimate source of power and 
authority, the people. 


A CHICAGO CASE. 

In the acquittal of DUNN, who got the drop 
on Evuiottr and shot him dead while sitting 

quietly at a saloon tabie, the Chicago papers 
have brought home to them a species of ver- 

dict which they have often treated as pecu- 
liar to the barbaric South. Two rough fight- 
ing characters, both known to be bad, dan- 
gerous men, mutually threaten to kili each 

other, and go about notoriously prepared to 
execute their threats. There is plenty of 
evidence toshow that each had reason to 
fear that his life was in constant danger 
from the declared intentions of the’ other, 

and that to wait for an assault was to give 

his life away. Under these circumstances, one 
of the thugs, being more vigilant and quicker, 
kills the other when they meet, without 
waiting foran assault. The papers insist 
that the aggressor in this final meeting 
is a murderer because he did not wait 
to be attacked, and that for killing his fel- 
low thug he should be punished as a mur- 
derer, noton the thug’s account, perhaps, 

but for the good of society and to teach men 
that the right to kill in self-defense is lim- 
ited tocases in which they have no other 
means of escape from a murderous assault 
then and there being made upon them. It 
may be forthe good of society torid it of 
the surviving thug in such cases as summar- 
ily as possible, because he is a bad citizen. 
But juries are somewhat more hampered 
than newspapers in deciding such cases. 
When they take home to themselves the 
grounds which the evidence shows he had 
for being in great bodily fear, and at the 
same time give him the benefit of all reason- 
able doubts on the subject, they generally 
feel bound by their oahts ana instructions to 
acquit—in Chicago as well as in the South. 
We have long observed a wide difference be- 
tween the verdict of the press and that of 
the jury in nearly every case of homicide 
tried in Chicago, and must conclude that, if 
Chicago juries do not surpass those of the 


for assassins, they at least deserve credit for 
resisting the efforts of the Chicago press to

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THE NEW SOUTH, 

In an interview with a Herald reporter in 
New York the other day Mr. PATRICK CAL- 
HOUN, grandson $f the great South Carolina 
statesman, JoHN C. CALHOUN, expressed 
some views which will not only be read 
with pleasure all over the Union, but must 
leave a deep impression of their intelligent 
truthfulness. Mr. CALHOUN’S brother, JOHN 
C., as manager ofa large cotton plantation, 
owned by a syndicate, is credited with the 
successful inauguration of a new system of 
dealing with plantation labor, which is pro- 
ducing the happiest regults both as a matter 
of economy and as regards the improvement 
and happiness of the colored people. «The 
opinions of these two brothers haxe often 
been quoted by Mr. EDWARD ATKINSON 
and other writers for the Northern press as 
the most trustworthy and welk digested they 
had encountered in the course of a prolonged 
study of Southern affairs. In reply to a 
question as to the present feeling of the 
South towards the Union Mr. CALHOUN 
said: 

The South spent millions of money, 
her resources until they succumbed, 
bodies of thousands of her woblest sons 
dead on the field of battle in an effort to establish 
a Southern Confederacy. To-day, if it were left 
to the States that seceded to determine by ballot 
whether they should havea separate governinent 
they would vote overwhelmingly forthe Union. 
Consent to run national lines between herself and 
New York? Consentto being shut out of the 
West’ Never! 

In accounting for this change of sentiment, 
Mr. CALUOUN said that all ground for con- 
flict of interest between the sections had 
passed away with the institution of slavery, 
and now, looking down the long vista of 
time, the South sees nothing thatcan mate- 
rially affect her without materially affecting 
every section of the country. Indeed, she 
feels now for the first time that she is about 
to share all the blessings of the Union. 
Moreover, he says: 

There is adeeper and stronger cause why the 
South must cling tothe Union. Ard this—such is 
the irony of fate—is the negro. Five million peo- 
ple, differing in race, habits and morals as widely 
as the negroes differ with the whites would wield 
a terrible influence upon the destiny of a country 
whose toial population was only 16.0)0,000. What 
an opportunity wouid be offered to ambitious, de- 
sicning and unsreupulous men! Would not a 
country so circumstanced drift toward imperial- 
ism? Would not liberty perish? The safety of 
the South lies in the Union. Fiye million negroes 
in a population of (50,000,000, Which increases at 
the rate of nyore than 1,000,000 a year, cauinot offer 
much cause for alarm. 

As to the relations between the whites and 
blacks, Mr. Cal houn said: 

There is now no greater dinger to the negro 
from the white man in the South than there is to 
labor from capital elsewhere. The South can be 
trusted with the protection of hisrights. He 
forms a part of her power and her strengcth. Vast 
regions of her most fertile soil are dependent 
upon him. Her future is indissolubly linked wit h 
his. He holds in every state the balance’ of 
power. His influence must be courted. An en- 
lightened sense, therefore. of her owa interests, 
compels her to permit. him to enjoy the rights 
given him by the law. 

But she cannot stop here. She must fit him to 
properly exercise aud enjoythem. She must edu- 
cate him, she must elevate him. In slavery igno- 
rance was safety, in freedom education Is satety- 
What an illustration of the changed condition of 
the South! Thesentiment in favor of his educa- 
tion is almost universal, Some doubt his capac- 
ity, inany believe init. When we consider how 
short a tume has elapsed since he emerged from 
slavery without a dollar and with no experience, 
we must admii his progress has been remarkable. 
Let a single illustration suffice. In 1875 a law 
was passed in Georgia requiring a separate re- 
turn should be made of the property of the ne- 
groes. The records of that year show thev haa 
acquired 396,655 acres of land. Six years later 
the returns of 1881 show they had increased their 
possessious to 692,335 acres. 

Finally, in regard to the capacity of the 
negro, Mr. CALHOUN said emphatically: 

He is imitative, he is eager for knowledge, and 
he is proud of being an American citizen. I be- 
ieve in the future of the* negro. I plant myself 
upon the broad platform of human progress. I 
stand upon the belief that the wisdom of our 
fathers has given us a government strong enough 
and God a country broad enough to enabie us to 
receive among us 5,000,000 of any peoole of this 
globe without materially checking our career, 

Surely we may conclude that the bitter- 
ness of the war is fading like the memory of 
a fever dream, when we find the grandsons 
of Joun C. CALHOUN holding forth in thi 
strain, and at the same time illustrating 
their faith by their works. It means that 

there was no quarrel, no conflict of interest 
or sentiment except in regard to negro’slav- 
ery, and that the South now recognizes the 
hand of God and the guarantee of a higher and 
more blessed destiny in herdefeat, Consid- 
ering the reverent devotion with which she 
clung to the old forms of our government 
through all the convulsions of a furious and 
desolating war, no man can doubt the sincer- 
ity and heroic courage with which her sons 
will in its next peril defend it against all as- 
saults from within or without. They now 
know that the dream of establishing another 
like it is madness, and a remorseful memory

STARTLED STATESMEN. 


The Grand Jury Investigating 


Charges of Corruption in 
the Assembly. 


Another Chance for the Penitent Ex-Delegate 
to Make a Confessvon—The Statements 
Upon Which the Present Inquiry is Based. 


It is rumored that the Grand Jury, in ac- 
cordanee with the instructions of Judge Van 
Wagoner, have already begun an investiga- 
tion of the statements of an ex-member of 
the House of Deiegates printed in the Posr- 
DISPATCH over a month ago, in which 
wholesale corruption was charged against 
the Municipal Assembly and _ specific 
allegations of bribery vere® made 
which eaused the hair of the innocent but 
unsuspecting voter to stand on end. 

The ex-Delegate, having failed to re-clect 
himself te the House, immediately after his 
defeat repented his sins and made a confes- 
sion that must have been very balmy to his 
soul. He discussed rings and cliques ina 
frank and open way, and acknowledged that 
he was himself one of the greatest tricksters 
and most polished scoundrels in the body 
from which he had been lopped off. He said 
anv man who was a good bucker and a good 
bustler could make at least as much as 
41,500 a year in the House, while the 
opportunities in the Council were large and 
the result more renumerative. His  state- 
ment threw somé light upon the methods of 
gentlemen who went into the House of Dele- 
gates poor and after a few years, although 
drawing a pitiful salary of only $300 per 
annum and doing nothing else for a living, got 
to owning wholerows of houses and living 
in comparatively princely splendor. 

THE EX-DELEGATE _ 
explained that he had beea financially inter- 
ested in the passage of the bill granting the 
Union Depot company an extension of their 
privileges; that he got $1,000 for he! ping to put 
the measure through, and gave $200 or S400 
to certain friends in the House who voted 
for the bill, One man refused to give his 
vote until the new ex-delegate whispered 
that he would pay his election assessment, 
$50, when the kicker feli gracefully into the 
ranks and gave the measure his hearty sup- 
port. The penitent made avery clear and 
iuteresting exposition of the tricks of the 
trade, saving that he made money out of 
everytiing he did—whether it was getting a 
street opened or a fine remitted. He speci- 
fied that in one instance, where he got 
the Mayor to remit a fine of $500, the parity 
fined paid him $109, ke 

The gentleman used the names of other 
Delegates who made money out of their po- 
sitions, and in the discussion that followed 
more than one local patriot and statesinan 
was accused of accepting bribes. The cot- 
ton compress bill, the bill to license tracks 
laid on Main and Carr streets, the Belt rail- 
road bill, the Missouri Extension and tne 
Fifth Street railway bill were 
named as measures in which there 
wasa strong. probability that money had 
been used. Referring back to 
the pentient gave it as his opinion that 
many thousands of dollars were paid by the 
company to members of the Council. Said 


1e: 

“T should think $10,000 was spentin the 
Council. If you care tv look into this mat- 
ter you ‘will find that Messrs. Cavender & 
towse were agents forthe company in the 
Freee of the property for extending the 
Jnion Depot grounds, and when the case 
was brought betore the special committee of 
the House, into whose hands the bill was 
given, it was found that somebody had made 
a good thing by the operation.”’ 

SUBSEQUENT INVESTIGATION 

showed that while Councilman Rowse was 
earnestly advocatiug the passage of the Un- 
ion Depot bill certain real estate transac- 
tions were going forward that wear a 
rather dubiocus aspect. While the 
bill was pending oseph Dormitzer, 
clerk in the oftice of Cavender & Rowse, real 
estate agents, purchased proygerty within the 
territory covered by the Union Depot Dill 
and sold it to H. D. Wood without profit, 
who transferred it to the Union Depot Com- 
pany, the snug sum of $13,800 being made in 
the fatter transfer. ‘he purchases and sales 
were made at a time when it was well known 
that the value of the property depended 
upon the passage of the bill. Dormitzer isa 
nephew of Mr. Taussig, superintendent 
of the Union. Depot Company. When ap- 
proached bv a PostT-DISPATCH reporter 
for an explanation of the transactions he 
would say nothipg, H. D. Wood is the 
lawyer. He knew nothing more about the 
transfers than that he had consented to 
allow his name to be used in the manner in 
which it was, because the real purchasers 
didn’t want, for business reasons, to figure in 
the transactions. He _ disclaimed any 
knowledge of corruption in the matter. 

All these facts were placed before the pub- 
lic in piain biack and white = as 
long ago as April 10, but bo ex- 
panemes has been -vouchsafed _ since. 
*erhaps the Grand Jury wiil be able 
to get at the bottom facts. If they do there 
will be music in the political atmosphere 
andailot of cheap statesmen will have the 
mask torn from thein in lively style.

A Victory forthe Western Union Com. 

pany—Bucket-Shop Wire 
Judge Lubke this morning rendered a da 
cision of interest in the You iui bucket 
shop wire case against the We tern Union 
Telegraph Company. The court oh 
the petition upon the hearing at the coais of 
the plaintiff. The contract showg® at 
the trial was materially differ. 
ent from that set out in Mr. Von 
Phul’s petition. The contract did not con- 
tain any agreement on the part of the West- 
ern Union Companv to connect the bucket 
shop wire with the Company’s wire; nor 
did it contain any agreement on the part of 
the Company to furnish Mr. Von Phul any 
market reports coming from Chicago or else- 
where. The econtroversry was Nnar- 
rowea down to ihe simple 
inquiry: Pid the Western Union 
Companyjagree to so connect and maintain 
these Wires that by means of the same Mr. 
Yon Phul should receive the Chicago mar- 
ket reports, aud did the Company agree to 
furnish plaintiff during the three years men- 
tioned for the price of &50 per annum, the 
Inarket reports, the plaintiff being also at 
expense of hiring aud paying an oper- 
stationed in his own office? 
The Western Union Company de- 
nied that such a contract as 
alleged by Mr. Von Phul was even made. In 
November, 1879, the Gold and Stock ‘Tele. 
zraph Company, controtled by the Western 
Tnion Company, entered into a separate 
Written agreemeng, Whereby that company 
agreed tu place the piaintilt’s office two 
grain and provision reporting instraments, 
kKuown as ‘tickers,’ and to 
connect the same with the 
Western Union offices here.

The market reports 
were furnished Qirect to the bucket-shop, 
and also went out of the Western Union ol- 
fee to the various tickers, so that the re- 
ports were received by two routes. One 
month after the contract the Western Union 
Company’s agent devised a plan by which 
the expense to plaintitf of au 
operator at the company’s ol- 
ice was saved, and his ~ private 
Wire Was so connected with {h@tompany’s 
Chicago wire by means of. are r so that 
the Chicago reports were re-t litted over 
plaintift’s wire into his office. This tonnec- 
tion continued from June, 1882, until the 
present controversy arose last January, when 
the Western Uniou Company terminated the 
ticker contract and the tickers were 
removed from the  plaintiff’s office 
and the Western Union Company next dis- 
connected tie private wire from Chicago 
wire. ‘The temporary injunction compeiled 
the Western Union Company to restore that 
connection. What reasons may have in- 
duced the Western Union Company to ter- 
minate the ticker contract ome cut off hiv 
right to these Market reports cannot be con- 
sidered by the court, sinee that 
right existed and might be exer 
cised arbitrarily. It is not one 
of the public duties of the Telegraph Com- 
pany to obtain and distribute market re- 
ports or news matter. It would be a perver- 
sion of the equitabie doctrine of part per- 
formances to undertake the application in 
this case. It would be giving Mr. Von Phul 
without extra compensation to the Western 
Union Company that which he never got 
and never was to get by the contract now 
relied on and what he had _iost 
by the rightful termination by the Western 
Union Company of another contract, by and 
under which alone the plaintuf? ever had 
such right. It is unnecessary to inquire 
whether the character of the plaintiff’s busi- 
ness is such that a court of equity ought to 
help him.

Old Indian-Fighters Anxious for News—Will 
Crook be Trapped Like Custer—The 
Strength of His Troops.

Iiy Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, May 22.—There is no dis- 
guising the factany longer that there is 
reason for alarm about General Crook and 
his party. Leports received from the De- 
partment of Arizona show that he had but 
fifty white men, 200 Indian scouts and filty 
‘“‘nackers,” whose business it is to take care 
of the pack mules, on which the provisions 
are earried. That any man should have 
deliberately marched into a hostile and un- 
known country for the express purpose of 
fighting, taking with him only 250 tighting 
men, is astonie@hing to even the experienced 
Indian fighters here. For there are some 
men even here who have had experiences as 
Indian fighters. The sectlon of country into 
which Crook went was entirely unknown 
to him, though be doubtless supplied him- 
self with guides and scouts, who are familiar 
with it. It is an inmense section of country, 
however, over which these hostile Indians 
roam at will, and whose every mountain and 
canyon is known to tneim well as one 
knows the streeton which he lives. How 
easy toentrap a handful! of 250 men in some 
ofthese and slauzhter them. Another un- 
favorable feature isin the personnel of his 
foree. Old Indian tighters here say frankly 
that he has too many Indians and too few 


as 


white men. Fifty white men and 200 Indians’ 


is a queer com)nation. “If I had been 
making up the ioree,”’ said an army officer 
who has had long experience in the West, “I 
should not have taken as large a proportion 
of Indians. ‘The Indians, as a rule, are not 
good fighters. They are good plunderers, 
They like to burn and pillage and attack de- 
fenseless settlements, but for a square out 
and out fight they are not as good, in my 
opinion, as whites. Lam a little surprised 
that General Crook, with his excellent judg- 
ment aud experience, should have taken so 
many Indians.”’ 

“Don’t you think the situation rather 
alarming, taking everything into consider- 
ation ?”’ 

“Not especially so. My powerful fear is 
that Crook may not be able to accomplish all 
that he wanted to doin giving these fellows 
a terrific drubbing. Iconfess I am a little 
afraid of that.” 

“Isn’t there danger that it may turn out 
another Custer disaster?” 

“No, I think not. Crook isan excellent 
Indian fighter, a man of good judgment, and 
we all have confidence in tim asa sagacious 
and safe, vet fearless and energetic com- 
mander. No, I don’t tnink it probable that 
he has followed Custer.’ 

“But wasn’t the same thing to be said of 
Custer regarding his tghting qualities asa 
fighter ?”’ 

“No; he was a brave man, but lacked 
judgment. He had too much ‘dash.’ It car- 
ried away his judgment. ‘Those who knew 
him expected tuat he would finally meet 
with just about that fate, and when we heard 
of his awful exerience we were not much 
surprised, for we had felt that it was merely 
a question of time when that would come. 
Now, Crook is notthat kind ofaman. We 
recognize ‘him as a good tizhter, and if his 
Indians do their whole duty and don’t com- 
muificate his movements and intentions to 
the hostiles, he may make a wonderful sue- 
cess of the campaign. 1 am a little afraid 
for the result though, for I don’t like the 
composition of his command much.” 

“How soon do yuu expect to hear from 
him ?” 

“I should not be surprised if he remained 
in that country for sixty days. It isa very 
rough country, you know, andthe hostiles

You see 100 Ir- 
dians, murderousty inclined, can doa great 
deal of harm, and can create the impression 
that they are 1,000. The country where 
they raid is sparsely settled, anda band of 
eight or ten can starile the whole country 
with & few hours’ work.”’

about it. rhe recent aavieation between 
the two committees changed the situation 
materially.

A Locality Which Has All the Natural Ad- 


vantages—Railroad Connections and Other 
Features—What Forest City Needs.

Forest Ciry, ARkK., May 20.—We are at 
the cross-woods; not the hume made famous

Another pressing necessity, apparent to a 
wayfaring man, is a good hotel building. 
Nothing is more conducive to a staying dis- 
position with a stranger in a town, than a 
commvedious, convenient, well-furuished and 
managed home-like hotel, and such an one 
would pay a good dividend in Forest City. 

‘There are virtualiy no manufacturing in- 
terests here aside from a_ couple 
of flouring mills, and yet, with 
the immense amount of cotton raised 
in this vicinity, we think a cotton-seed 
oil mill would pay.
